"It's safe to say," writes Todd, 
''that all such persons are inipo-i 
and that when they ask for aid I 
ought to be turned over to the po 
immediately." 

Todd made this statement in 
regard to a man who the po 
ai rested as a deaf mute, and, v 
lie charges is faking as one 

"There are TO, 000 adult deaf 
in the United Stales," Todd 
sens. They are educated and in- 
dustrious. Of course some are un- 
able to follow hard work, but a ma- 
jority do. 

"Deaf-mutes have been working 
for several days to end this ah 
to the public, knowing that it is but 
natural for a person to aid a man 
win appeals as a mute. Heal deaf- 
mutes never beg. They are seldom 
seen on the str.-ets. They are bt 
either in their homes or at their 
places ol business. Fake hegg 
are working a hardship on the 
genuine deaf-mutes and placing 
them in the wrong attitude in so far 
heir friends are concerned. It 
is causing the generous pnhlh 
believe all mutes are inclined to be- 
come beggars, which is an injnsl 
to those temporarily out of work. 

"Nine times out of ten, fake 
motes enter homes and places of 
business to lay their plans for rob 
bing the premises. Through this 
sympathy racket they get an audi- 
ier and while doing SO they 
are laying plans for robbery.

Each body of Scouts could well 
afford to have one of Long's Sign 
Manuals and could readily procure 
the assistance of some deaf persons 
in the neighborhood to instruct 
them in the use of signs Some 
effort has been made along this line 
in the past, but no systematic work 
has been done. Some one of our 
members may have a special interest 
in this work or be in a positi' n to 
give it better attention than another. 
The President would appreciate it if 
a number of members volunteered to 
serve on a committee the object of 
which will be to interest the Boy 
Scouts in the sign language of the 
deaf. 

From time to time magazine stories 
appear having to do with the deaf. 
Usually it is some phenominal stunt 
of lip-reading and occasionally the 
stories tend to class the deaf with 
the idiots and feeble-minded or make 
them out to be a very peculiar class 
of humans. We believe that the 
authors and publishers should have 
their attention called to the injustice 
that stories misrepresenting the deaf 
may do and be educated along the 
right lines. When an author comes 
out with a story that reflects to the 
credit of the deaf, he should be en- 
couraged. Moreover, a number of 
1 writers should he approached 
with a view of educating them as to 
the true status of the deaf and urg- 
ing them to educate the masses 
through the medium of fiction. For 
this purpose a committee to act along 
these lines has been appointed, and 
consists of Messrs. Howard L. Terry, 
Chairman, of Santa, Monica, Cal., 
Arnold Kiene, of Hollywood, Cal., 
and J. Frederick Meagher, of Van- 
couver, Washington. It is suggest- 
ed that if a member see a story in 
any magazine or periodical of any 
kind that treats of the deaf , whether 
in a complimentary manner or other- 
wise, they either send a copy of that 
i ical to one of the members of 
committee, or write telling them 
where to find the story.

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The 126th anniversary of the 
birthday of I>r Thomas Hopkins 
Gnllaudet was celebrated yesterday 
afternoon at the American School for 
the Deaf by special exercises in Ihe 
chapel. Members of the Board of 
Director* and visitors from the city 
were in attendance a« well as the 
pti pi In. Two hymns, "Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul," and "Nearer, Mv God, 
to Thee," were rendered in signs by 
Mi«s Ethel Bogne and Miss Ella 
I'furr Dr. Job Williams, pi sneipa 
emeritus of the school, offered the 

opening prayer. Dr. K'lward M. Gal 

laudet, a member of the Hoard of 
Directors and the youngest son of 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, deliver- 
ed an address in the clearest of signs, 
which held the attention of all the 
pupils from start to finish. As Dr. 
Gallaudet rose to begin his reminis- 
Cenees, the assemblage stood up as 
a mark of respect to the honored 
instructor. He said, in part: — 

" My father died when I was 14 
years old. He was very fond of his 
family and played with me often 
I* once went to Norfolk, Ot., by 
Stagecoach wild my father and we 
played ' hens and chickens, ' a game 
in which the one beat who counted 
100 animals on this side of the road 
first. I was very proud when I beat 
my father. 

" I went to Springfield with mv 
father to visit Mr Merriam, the dic- 
tionary maker, who was a close pei 
sonal friend. He then took me to 

Amherst College, where he said I 

would probably go, and then we 
climbed lit. Holyoke. I remember 
the tine view we had from the sum- 
mit, as though it were yesterday. 
At the aye of 18, I attended n 

corn ami potato roa.st one evening, 
without permission, Time sped 
swiftly and the clock struck 9 he 
lore I knew it. I ran home and 
found my father faking a nap on 
the sofa. He listened graveiy to 
my story and then invited me to a 
game of backgammon, of which he 
was very fond We played until 
12 o'clock and I was thoiotighly tired 
out. He thought, if I wanted to sit 
up late, be would give me all I 
wanted. 

When I was twelve years old I 
visited the Slate House, now the 
City Hall. I clambered Dp to the 
top of the building and looked out 
on the figure of Madame Justice, 
holding the flagstaff. I ha<l an ii- 
resistible desire to get up on top ot 
ihe figuie, and biding my chance, I 
climbed out and stood on Madame 
Justice's head, holding onto the 
flagstaff and, from my point of 
vantage, proudly surveyed the 
scene. Hy this time the janitor had 
caught, sight of me and shouted to 
me to yet down, or I would break 
my neck — that I was 'a bad boy ' 
I ran home and told my father what 
I had done. lie said, " Eddy, 1 
guess I would not do that again." 
I was much ashamed of my exploit. 
My fatiier never used the rod with 
his children, as he found other 
means of punishment just as effec- 
tive. I remember mornings I would 
crawl Into his bed and he would 
teach me geometry, planes, angles, 
ete., so when I came lo take up that 
study it was easy for me. 

" My father was a philanthropist. 
He was a man who loved his fellow 
man. He studied to bo a minister, 
he became Interes t ed in tbe deaf 

and founded this school arid was its 
principal for fourteen years He 
declined the prii.cipalship of Ihe 
MassachusetlH School for the Blind, 
He was chaplain of the insane re- 
treat in Hartford for fourteen years, 
and Dr. Bntler said that his in- 
fluence on the patients whs of great 
assistance to him in his work. His 
books for the young and for the 
deaf were translated into various 
languages, such as Chinese and Sia 
'I he king of Siam wrote him 
a letter, telling him of his ftpprscia 
tion of Ihe books. 

" He did a number of flicks, 
which always pleased the children. 
I learned form him how to make a 
rabbit ont of a handerchief. (Dr. 
Gallaudet performed tbe trick, mak- 
ing t he rabbit jump about in li 
fashion, to the delight of the au-

He had a knowledge of the 
elementary principles of law and of legal 
forms. He had gone through a course of 
theological study and had officiated as a 
preacher with great acceptance. He had 
seen much of the world and the transaction 
of business. He was respected for his 
benevolent feeling and courteous manners. 
This was the preparation .hat he brought 
to his mission in life. 

It is a fit standard for the teacher of the 
deaf. 
! Is it any wonder that the success of our 
labors is so great when the exemplar was 
such a man ? 

Is it any wonder that the deaf of this 
I country delight to honor this grand man 
whose life made possible the enlightenment 
and uplifting of their class? 

His books for the deaf have profited not 
only the deaf of America but also those of 
foreign lands. 

His " Mother's Primer," and his Defin- 
ing Dictionary and Practical Spelling Book 
were Invaluable guides to both teacher and 
pupil. 

He was a broad-minded man as well as 
a practical teacher. 

There was no movement devoted to al- 
leviating unfavorable conditions of man- 
kind in general that did not receive his 
active co-operation. 

But, in my opinion, his highest claim to 
the gratitude of all who are endeavoring to 
advance the cause of education in any 
grade or in any class of schools, is in his 
advocacy of the great fundamental truth — 
the necessity of special training — even for 
minds of the highest order, as a prere- 
quisite of success in the art of teaching. 

It is therefore a high privilege to do non- 
or to Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, whose 
life is an inspiration to high effort. 

When we serve — we rule. 

When we give — we have. 

When we surrender ourselves — we are 
victors.

Were nol attained by sudden flight;

Rosa Bonheur's 
Fair 



The Horse 



" The Horse Fair," which hangs 
in the Metropolitan Museum of New 
York City, has been spoken of as 
Rosa Bonheur's masterpiece and as 
one of the finest pictures in the gal- 
lery. The picture is about eight 
feet high and sixteen and one-half 
feet long, and is described by its title. 
We see the splendid horses being 
led or ridden to the great fair in 
France. The magnificent gray 
horses, a little to the right of the 
middle, are the center of interest. 
The lights on their dappled flanks is 
fine, their muscles are well painted; 
and the proud arch of the necks is 
splendidly shown. 

This picture has been exhibited 
almost over the whole world. The 
artist wanted it to stay in France, 
her own country, but the people did 
not seem willing to pay for it even 
the small sum she asked. So Rosa 
Bonheur sold it to America, and 
"The Horse Fair," after passing 
through the hands of two or three 
owners, was finally bought by 
Cornelius Vanderbilt for $55,000 and 
presented to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. Rosa Bonheur made three 
smaller copies of the pictures, which 
were sold for good prices. 

The artist was born in Bordeaux, 
France, in 1822. Her father, too, 
was an artist, and her sister and two 
brothers painted or modeled animals. 
When Rosa, or Marie Rosalie, was 
ten years old, her mother died. Soon 
after the father took his little family 
to Paris, where he hoped to find a 
better chance for his work. The 
poor children were lonely in the 
great city, taken from their home 
and all of their young friends to live 
on the sixth floor of an apartment 
house. 

Rosa especially was a great trial to 
the faithful old servant who went 
with them. She hated housework 
and didn't care for study. Indeed, 
she found her greatest happiness in 
her pet lamb and parrot. 

Finally her father was persuaded 
to send Rosa to a small suburb of 
Paris to study with the nuns who 
bad a school there. But the child 
discovered «a delightful woods, now 
a regular city park in Paris, and 
loitered there so much on her way 
to and from school that the nuns, in 
despair, put her to dressmaking to 
see if that would appeal to her. 
The confinement proved so bad for 
her health that the idea was given 
up. 

Then the father, who was too 
poor to pay for her tuition, asked 
the principal of the young ladies' 
school where be taught drawing to 
take Rosa as pupil and let his work 
pay for her education. 

She entered his class as well as 
the other classes, and soon showed 
where her talent and interest lay 
It is said she was not very happy in 
her other work there, as she cared 
nothing for dress, and was so slow in 
all her studies but drawing that the 
girls made fun of her. 

At the end of a year's study she 
gave up everything but her art, and 
entered her father's studio as pupil 
and assistant. For some months 
a copied the great paintings in 
the art galleries of Paris, but one day 
she suddenly decided she had had 
enough of that, so she went out to 
one of the suburbs and began to 
sketch the sheep and cows pastured 
there. From that time on her days 
were devoted to studying her be- 
loved animals. 

During the winter months she 
worked indoors at the slaughter 
houses and horse fairs, and in order 
not to be bothered by skirts, she 
wore men's clothing. Her thick, 
curly hair was short, and with a 
working man's blouse, trousers and 
hat, one could hardly have known 
she was a woman. Of course, ill- 
natured people said she dressed in 
that way just to attract attention, 
it was not true. 
Rosa Bonheur's pictures were first 
exhibited when she was only nine- 
teen years old. They were simple 
paintings, one of rabbits, and one of 
goats and sheep, but they attracted 
gmt deal of attention. 

'- or ten years after that her 
father died of cholera. He had just 
been made director of a school of de- 
sign for young girls, and at his death 
bis daughter Rosa was asked to take 
his place as Honorary Directress, 
while her sister Juliet became a 
teacher in the same school. 

For several years, Mile. Bonheur, 
lived in Paris in a house surrounded 
by large grounds, where she kept 
her animal models. She owned se- 
veral lions, the most famous of which 
was Nero, who lived fn her garden. 
At one time when Rosa Bonheur 
left France for a visit, she sent Nero 
to the Zoological Gardens to be car- 
ed for. On her return she went to 
see her old pet, who was blind and 
dying < sickness. Assoonas 

she spoke to him, Nero knew her 
voice sod purred his welcome. She 
took him home and he died with his 
shaggy bead in her arms. 

Later she moved to By-Tbomery, 
about half an hour's ride from Paris. 
Here she tired hi t chateau or 
castle that had been owned by some 
of the nobility of France. 

In 1889 the Wild West Show of 
the United States went to Paris as 
part of the great Exposition. The 
painter, then sixty-seven years old, 
was delighted with her first sight of 
buffaloes sod Indians. Colonel Cody 
Buffalo Bill") gave Mile. Bon- 
heur every chance to study them, and 



even during the hottest days Rosa 
Bonheur painted in one of the tents 
set aside for her use. 

When a dinner was given her in 
Colonel Cody's tent, where she met 
two of the Indian chiefs, Rocky 
Beard and Red Shirt, she Was too 
interested to eat and said, " Why 
should I eat ? I do that every day, 
while I have not every day two such 
interesting beings to study." 

In 1898 Anna Klumpke, of San 
Francisco, obtained permission to 
paint the portrait of Rosa Bonheur. 
Miss Klumpke was given rooms at 
the chateau and the two artists be- 
came great friends, such close friends 
in fact that in less than two months 
Mile. Bonheur wished to adopt her 
new-found companion. The adop- 
tion was legally arranged and from 
that time the two shared the castle 
and its expenses. And at death of 
Rosa Bonheur, in 1898, the estate 
was left to Miss Klumpke. 

Besides "The Horse Fair," Mile. 
Bonheur left many other fine pic- 
tures of animals. The following are 
among the best known ones : — 
" Ploughing ;" " Shepherd Guard- 
ing Sheep ;"" Highland Sheep;" 
"Scotch Deer ;"" American Mus- 
tangs;" and "The Study of a 
Lioness." — Bess Cleveland. 



Barter* ihf World Or«-r. 

The elaborate barber shop of the 
United States and Canada is un- 
known throughout the rest of the 
world. Neither the costly chairs, 
ornate equipment, nor high prices 
for service flourish outside of Ameri- 
ca. 

The London barber shaves his cus- 
tomer in a four-legged wooden chair 
with a movable head-rest and charges 
him two pence, four cents. How- 
ever, there, as in most of the large 
cities of Europe, the American chair 
and its corresponding price may be 
found. In the smaller towns of the 
British isles a haircut or a shampoo 
for six cents is not infrequent. The 
barber shop of the province is likely 
also to be a store for men's furnish- 
ing goods. 

Across the channel in France, the 
man who goes to a barber shop may 
just as well take his wife along, for 
many of the shops take care of the 
hairdressing of women. The prices 
are about the same as in England; 
but there are some expensive fancies 
in hairdressing not practiced in Eng 
land. 

Passing through Germany into 
Austria, the prices become lower, the 
shops less showy, but the service not 
necessarily any poorer. In Germany 
the barbers are not idle while wait- 
ing for a customer, but are making 
wigs and switches as a part of the 
business. In Austria an apprentice 
must serve for four years before he 
is permitted to open a shop in his 
own name, and during this appren- 
ticeship his compensation is small. 

In the best shops apprentices are 
paid a weekly wage of forty-one 
cents during the first year, sixty six 
during the second, eighty-one during 
the third, and one dollar and two 
cents during the fourth year. They 
also receive gratuities from their 
customers. Austrian barters object 
to American reclining chairs, on the 
ground that they compel the barber 
to stand erect while shaving a cus- 
tomer or cutting his hair, whereas he 
is accustomed to leaning over. It is 
also said that many of the customers 
are averse to being shaved on what 
appears to them like an operating 
table. 

Still more primitive and cheap are 
Indian shops. Basins with running 
water are not often found ; and in 
the better places, a shave for a cent 
and a haircut for two cents, may be 
obtained. Prices are highest in 
Switzerland, about half the American 
rate, and scrupulous cleanliness, as 
might be expected in that country, 
is the rule.

In vSyria a straight- backed chair of 

local make, a small mirror on the 

wall, and a peculiar pan with a 

semicircular piece cut out of its rim 

so that it fits partially around the 

neck, under the chin, constitute the 

standard equipment. Water is put 

in the pan, which is placed under the 

ier's chin, and the barber 

makes the lather with his bands 

and rubs it on the customer's face, 

usually without a brush. The soap 

used is of the ordinary dom< 

make. 

In Aden and in India the barber 
generally calls at the house of his 
European customer, and will shave 
him every morning for a month, 
throwing in a haircut, for from one 
to two dollars. The native may get 
the same service from the 11 
barber on the street. 

The Chinese barber also goes 
about, much as the umbrella mender 
in America does, seeking his cus- 
tomer. Each barber carries his 
equipment, which generally 
of a stool on which his 
seated, a small wooden tub used as a 
basin, the old : d triangular 

wedge-shaped Chinese razor, Chinese 
scissors, and possibly a jar or other 
vessel for carrying water. 

The chief duty of a barber before 
the - became 

air, 
plait it again into a queue and shave 
the forward part of the head, 
the service he received the 
equivalent of four cents in American 
money. Few Chinese have beards, 
so shaving is not generally neces- 



sary. All this is rapidly changing 
now to the European idea of shops 
and better equipment. 

So on around the world, many 
curious facts may be found in this 
one line of business. As a conclud- 
ing picture of this verbal film we may 
fancy the two hundred white men of 
thirty thousand population of Zan- 
zibar waiting for a steamer to arrive 
in the harbor so they can get a hair- 
cut. They can shave themselves; 
but the other tonsorial service is not 
easily self-applied. — Selected.
